PRECEDED BY A STRUGGLE. 


HE FOUGHT FOR LIBERTY WITH 
HIS NURSE. 


Illinois Merchant, Confined in a Sani- 
tarium, Kills Himself and Fa- 


tally Injures an At- 
tendant. 


James House of .Blye Mound, Ill... a pa- 
tient at Dr. Barton's private sanitarium, at 
3916 Lucas avenue, Jumped from a second- 
story window at .that number Saturday 
morning and died of his injuries a few 
hours later. 

Refore making the leap the frenzied man 
assaulted and seriously injured his nurse, 
Albert Dehrin. 

Dehrin’s condition ts critical and it 
feared that his hurts may result fatally. 

House was a merchant of Blue Mound, 
Ti}. He was brought to St. Louls last 
Wednesday by his brother-in-law to be 
treated for alcoholism. 

He was taken to Dr. Barton's sanitarium 
and confined to a room on the second fluor 
in the rear part of the building. 

His nerves were so shattered that It was 
deemed necessary to have him constantly 
watched, and Dehrin was assigned to that

House was a powerful man, weighing 200 
pounds, and nearly 6 feet tall, and it was 
feared that if, in his Misordered state of 
mind he attempted violence, the conse- 
quences to the physicians and nurses or 
6ome of the other patients in the sanitarium 
migtht be serious. 

For a time after reaching the place House 
seemed to improve rapidly and it was be- 


eved he would soon recover. The watchful-

relaxed. 

At 5:30 Saturday morning House awoke 
with a start and exhiibted all of his old 
Symptoma. 

His neives were unstrung and he was tn- 
clined to be troublesome. He rose to a 
sitting posture in the bed. As he did so 
one of the alates fell fro the béd and 
siruck the floor with a loud nvise. In the 
man's distraught ecndition the sound was 
suagnified a@ynundred fold. It not only 
jatred but shattered his nerves and he be- 
came a raving maniac, whose only instinct 

t; He kaped from the bed and 
picked up the fallen s.at. 

Raising it high above 
vanced on his nurse, Denrin, 
standing at the other end of the room 
Denrin thought to escape by Way of the 
door and lock it after him, but the maniac 
was too swift for him. 

Advancing with bounds, he brought the 
bed slat down on his nurse's head. 

Dehrin sank to the ofior unconscious. 

House threw away the bed silat and 
rushed for the window. The sash was 
down, ‘but he did not stop to raise it. He 
went straight through it, smashing the 
giass and carrying the sastr With him. 

He lit on his ands and knees in 
yard, ® feet below the window. 

Hie was. carried into the sanitarium, where 
examination showed that he had sustained 
fatal internal injuries. He died shortly 
after 10 o'clock. 

His wife was notified of his death and is 
now on her way to 8t. Louls to take charge 
of the body.

The method of operation was the same 
both places aml the effort to secure 
Money equaily futile. 

Ww hen Manager Fred Dopp of the Charles 
Ol. idarvey Curriage Co, reached his oftice 
faturday morning he found that his desk 
had been broken open. He wondered at 
this, for he had locked it the night hefore 
and had the key in his pecket. Cioser ex- 
amination showed the lock had been tam- 
Pered with end partially removed, 

When lhe went to the safe to open it, he 
found the combination lock was battered 
Bul uel se 

In the heavy steel door, a 
@bove the lock and to the right of it, was 
asmall hole, evidently inade by a drili. ‘the 
too.s with which the men had worked were 
Scattered about the floor. ‘Thev consisted 
of two sicdge hammers, a punch and «# drill. 
On inspectinig the toola more closely Mr. 
Dopp tound they bad been taken from tne

One of the windows of the Khop was 
Groken. Through this the burglars had 
entered. 

The safe door was atill locked, As the 
combination had been destroyed it was im- 
possible to open the safe,in the ordinary 
way. 

An expert, who was summoned, forced 
the: door. He sald the robbers had not 
usel any explosive, and that it was ap- 

rent they had relied principally upen the 


eavy sledge hammers to destroy the lock. 
The blows of the hammers must Bown nade 
@ great. deal of noise, yet no one could be 
found who had heard it. 

The robbers would not have secured any 
booty if they had succeeded in opening 
the safe, It contained only the books of 
the company. 

The safe crackers must have gone from 
the Harvey factory direct to that of the 
John P. Materne Manufacturing Co., a few 
doorre away. There they duplicated thetr 
former tactica. They broke into the shop

Theodore Sparkman was placed in the 
St. Louis Jail Saturday for safekeeping, 
He was brought from Moberly, Mo., wher: 
a year ago Friday night he 
killed Thomas Carmody, a brother of Pat- 
rick Carmody, a well-known iiquor dea! 
of this city. Sparkman is under a W-yeur 
penitentiary sentence on his plea of guilty 
to the crime

The murd+r occurred at 11:39 o'clock on 
the night of Jaa. 12, 1899. Carmody was «a 
locomotive engineer on the Wabash Rut. - 
road. His slayer was a locomotive ftire- 
man on the Omaha, Kansas City & inwi- 
ern Railroad. The roads cross at Mvo- 
berly. . 

Sparkman was placed in the Sr. Iauis 


jail by Sheriff Robert 1. Blackledge of 
Adair County and his deputy, William J. 
Cody, 

According to the story reiated by the 
officials the murder was a cold-biooded 
one. Carmody'’s home was in Moberly and 
he was just preparing to'‘leave the city in 
charge of his engine when he became the 
Victim of the assault which caused his 
death. Deputy Sheriff Cody says that 
Engineer Carmody was alongside his) en 
Zine, with oil can In hand, when the as- 
sault Was made. e was facing his en- 
Kine, Was in a stooping posture, with his 
oil can thrust beneath the engine, when 
Sparkman came astealthily upon him. 
Without warning Sparkman drew a keen 
knife from hie pocket, and, stepping tor- 
ward, he plunged tt into the back of the 
engineer.
